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“Memories Again" Set To Open Soon

Al Acker, a Romulus businessman 
since 1987, has succeededin bringing to 
Romulus an entertainment lounge that 
is, in a word, fabulous. The establish- 
ment, called Memories Again, is located 
at the iritersection of Ecorse and Inkster 
roads, and is scheduled to open in the 
very near future. 

This is, truly, a place which must be 
seen to be believed. With a projected 
final cost of $1.5 million, Acker has obvi- 
ously spared nothing to make his patrons 
as comfortable as possible. 

The main bar (consisting of 9,000 
square feet) cradles, as its focal point, a 
spacious, 700-square-foot dance floor. 
The enormous room is done in grays, 
black, white, and blues, with gray carpet- 
ing surrounded by a checkerboard of 
black and white tiles. Table-and-chairs 
sets, also in black and gray, will seat up 
to 280 people. 


yond. | this room and neatly introduces 
one to the game room. Additional seating 
can be found here, along with three pool 
tables, two dart machines, and a bowling 
game. 

An entire wall in the main room is 
blanketed by a mural devoted to the 
"oldies and only oldies" theme of Memo- 
ries Again. The mural, skillfully done by 
Toledo artist David Hall, brightly depicts 
golden Memories of the oldies era. 

Inhis consideration of customer com- 
fort, Acker has included a unique con- 
cept of a"bar within a bar." Also known as 
‘the Quiet Bar, this plush room overlooks 
— through several large windows — the 
main bar and dance floor. The customer 
can thereby observe the excitement of 
the dance floor while relaxing in a much 
quieter atmosphere. 

Shades of brown dominate the room, 
which seats up to 50 people in large, soft, 
comfortable chairs. Acker credits his 
mother, Charlotte Johnson, for inspiring 
the Quiet Bar. 

Said Acker, "My mother used to say 
that the music was too loud at times; 
because of that, | though of the Quiet 
Room concept.” 

Acker joined the Romulus business 
community in 1987 when he opened 
P.J.'s Distillery at the corner of Ecorse 
and Wayne roads. In 1990, he redecorat- 
ed the club, adopted DJ (disk jockey) 
music with an oldies format, and_re- 
opened under the name of Memories. In 
Memories Again, Acker carries over the 
DJ/oldies theme, as wellas several other 
features that he first instituted at the 
original Memories. 

The regular DJ will be Arnie Martin,

The 80-foot main bar stretches be- 


the Detroit-area pioneer of the all-oldies 
radio format. Martin has been with Acker 
since the opening of the original Memo- 
ries. Other DJs, from as far away as Flint, 
will do occasional guest spots. 

Sunday through Tuesday will be 
karaoke nights, with Acker furnishing 
complimentary drinks for all participants. 
Thursday nights will find the ladies being 
honored and enjoying special drink 
prices. 

From 6 to 10 p.m. on Wednesdays, 
WHND disk jockey, Fred "Boogie" Brian, 
will guest-host the popular Cruise Night. 
Classic-car buffs will polish their cars 
and come together in Acker's parking lot. 
The public is always invited to these 
weekly displays. 

Later on Wednesday nights, from 10 
p.m. to 2 a.m., the theme will switch to 
Airport Night. Any Airport employee, ei- 
ther in uniform or showing an appropri- 
ate ID badge, will be iteaied to Saeed 
drink prices. 

Memories Again als has a 3,000- 
square-foot banquet room, suitable for 
all occasions. 

Private security will be afforded the 
customers at all times, and ladies can be 
escorted to their cars. All IDs will be 
checked at the door. 

Acker has logged 17 years in the bar 
business. Prior to that, he was a Detroit 
police officer for nine years. After his 
initial police training, Acker served in 
several police divisions, including vice, 
narcotics, harbor-master, and motorized. 
In1972, he became one of an original six 
Detroit Police helicopter pilots. 

Drawing a parallel between his po- 
lice career and his present career, Acker 
said, "I like variety in what | do; | don't 
enjoy routine-type work. The bar busi- 
ness, like police work, offers opportuni- 
ties where you never know what will 
come up next." 

Romulus enjoys Acker's presence in 
the community, as he employs 20 people 
during the week and 50 on the week- 
ends. The majority of these workers are 
from the Romulus area, with many hav- 
ing worked at the first Memories. In a 
similar vein, Acker sponsors two bowling 
teams and two women's softball teams. 

Acker has three daughters. Gina, 
25, manages Memories Again. She lives 
in Canton with her three-year-old daugh- 
ter, Kaylee. Tracy, 23, manages another 
Acker establishment, the Park-Joy Bar 
on Joy Road in Detroit. Also a full-time 
University of Michigan student, she will 
soon graduate with a business degree. 
Tina, the oldest at 28, lives in Howell with 
her husband Dewy and their two children,

Romulus Board of Education 
Encourages Travel, Visitors 


The number of people visiting the 
Romulus School District has increased 
dramatically in the last five months, ac- 
cording to Romulus Board of Education 
President, Edward Wilkerson. 

"We are proud that people from all 
over the Country —and, indeed, the world 
— want to learn from what has been 
accomplished so far in our school dis- 
trict," said Wilkerson. "Recently, acouple 
from New Zealand were among the over 
400 people who have visited the School 
District." The couple observed that, since 
Romulus students are so advanced in 
educational technology, they will have 
the opportunity to use equipment that 
some students will not be exposed to for 
many years. 

President Wilkerson went on to ex- 
plain that much of the program's success 
was due to the Board of Education's will- 
ingness to commit bond funds to exten- 
sive in-service training and travel for 
teachers, administrators, support staff, 
and Board members. 

"We've hada small number of phone 
calls expressing concern about these 
expenditures," explained Wilkerson, "but 
we've explained that we have been send- 
ing people throughout the Country to 
come back and report what would be 
best for our district to prepare for the 
twenty-first century.” 

As anexample of the need for travel, 
Wilkerson cited a visit by Board and staff 
to a school in Port Huneme, California. 
Romulus has adopted the California 
model, which is now the cornerstone of 
the elementary technology program. 
Explained Wilkerson, "The State of Cali- 


‘fornia developed’ Port Huneme over a. 


10-year period to create a mode! tech- 
nology program and, while California has 
done little or nothing with this program, 
Romulus has adopted some parts of it to 
become a model for the Country." 

Local, state, and National confer- 
ences were also attended by Board mem- 
bers and employees to further define the 
vision of the new technology. "It would 
have been impossible to make right and 
proper decisions without this travel and 
investigation," Wilkerson stated. "In or- 
der to eliminate — or at least minimize — 
the probability of mistakes, the Board 
agreed early on that all decisions had to 
be educated ones, based on fact, re- 
search, and evaluation." 

Since the successful bond election 
in November of 1990, thousands of hours 
have been spent by the Romulus Com- 
munity Schools learning, questioning, 
traveling, debating, and approving major 
changes in the School District. The Dis- 
trict anticipates that, during the next half- 
decade, Romulus will become the focus 
of visitation by people from all over the 
world. 

"There are people with limited vision 
who will only focus on the relatively small 
amount of resources spent for travel and 
in-service," he explained. "Our board of 
education was determined to have the 
courage to try to make a difference for 
the education of Romulus students." 

Wilkerson finished by saying that the 
costs for travel, workshops, and confer- 
ences are appropriate expenses taken 
from the bond money. 

"No money was taken from the gen- 
eral operating fund to finance these in- 
vestigations;”-he concluded. Q ~

Teen Talk: Health 


Battling Adolescent Smoking 


By Natalia M. Tanner, MD, FAAP, Medical 
Director, Romulus Adolescent Health 
Center 

Romulus High School has one of the 
greatest preventable health problems that 
exists today: thatis, tobacco use. Asurvey 
done inthe School on the Great Smoke- 
out Day (November 21, 1991) revealed 
that approximately 22.5% of the 427 
students who completed the question- 
naire smoked cigarettes. Most of the 
students had smoked for 2.6 years; 66.3% 
reported that the person closest to them 
smoked, as did 40% of biological parents 
and 29% of grandparents. A significant 
number ofteachers and staffin the School 
also have the smoking habit. Romulus 
High School does nothave asmoke-free 
faculty. We have a serious School and 
Community health problem. 

More than 3,000 teenagers become 
smokers each day in the United States. 
The average starting age is 12.5 years, 
and 80% of adult smokers started as 
teenagers. Ninety percent of smokeless- 
tobacco users started as teens. Approxi- 
mately 100,000 children between the 
ages of 10 and 13 years smoke. Teens 
start smoking because of peer pressure 
and because they come from smoking 
families. 

Tobacco use is related to additional 
problems as well: low-birth-weight ba- 
bies, chroniclung disease, heart disease, 
and cancer. 

The Romulus Adolescent Health 
Center conducts an ongoing anti-smok- 
ing project in conjunction with the Michi- 
gan Cancer Institute, the Michigan Chap- 
ter of the American Academy of Pediat- 
tics, and the Michigan Chapter of the 
Society for Adolescent Medicine. The 
latter two organizations have adopted 
adolescent smoking as their priority ad- 
vocacy issue for 1992-1993. 

This year, we have had a display of 
the Michigan Cancer Institute's anti- 
smoking educational materials through- 
out the High School. f 

We have instituted peer-training 
workshops for volunteer students to pro- 
vide a combination of information and 





skill-building exercises. The ninth-grade 

classes are our target student popula- 

tion, since they have the lowest inci- 
dence of tobacco use. 

The goals of our peer-training pro- 
gram are: 

* to provide facts and information on 
teens who smoke; 

* to impact the behavior and attitudes 
of younger students "at risk" of smok- 
ing in the future; 

* tocreate an awareness of interven- 
tion and treatment programs for ado- 
lescents who smoke; 

* to enhance the total anti-smoking 
project at Romulus High School, with 
the goal of creating a smoke-free 
environment; and 

e to build a sense of information, confi- 
dence, and youth empowerment, and 
to help peer anti-smoking trainers gain 
the skills and confidence needed to 
educate their peers. 

In the fall of 1992, we anticipate 
bringing our Romulus Adolescent Health 
Center anti-smoking project into the 
Romulus community with the involve- 
ment of many agencies, churches, and 
community groups. 

The Romulus Adolescent Health 
Centerislocatedin Romulus High School, 
9650 South Wayne Road. The Center 
serves Romulus residents — students 
and nonstudents — between the ages of 
10 and 21, and special-education stu- 
dents to age 26. Children to age five can 
receive immunizations. Blue Cross, Medi- 
caid, and private insurances are accept- 
ed. Fees are affordable and vary accord- 
ing to the patient's ability to pay. No one 
is denied services if unable to pay. Ap- 
pointments are usually necessary; some 
walk-ins are accepted. Parents must sign 
a consent form for their child to be seen 
at the Center. Call 941-1400 for appoint- 
ments or information.
